THE FESTIVAL’S ORIGIN 


The October Festival originated in the year 
1810, so had its 125th birthday this autumn, 


and its coming into being was largely due to 


the the Bavarians’ love of horses and horse 
racing. It so happened that” when 
Bavarian Crown bhan afterwards King 
Ludwig L., brought, his young bride, the Prin- 
cess Therese von Hildburghausen, home to 
Munich in 1810 the occasion was discussed 
among the members of the National Guard 
Cavalry. (or, as we would say now, Mounted 
Militia), and it occurred to a certain non- 
commissioned officer, named Franz Baum- 
gartner, a cab-driver by trade, that the 
popular young Prince would enjoy some horse 
races arranged in his honour. The suggestion 
met with enthusiastic approval, and the whole 
city went wild with delight at the plan, 


“ THERESE FIELD ” 


A piece of meadow land (Wiese) just out- 
side the city was put in readiness, and all 
the inhabitants, both old and young, thronged 
out to witness the Wedding Day Races. The 
number of spectators exceeded 40,000, In 
fact, the meeting was such a great success 
that the proposal was made to make it an 
annual event. This was done, and the people of 
Munich, as a token of their gratitude, named 
the meadow “ Therese Field ” in honour of 
the young Crown Princess. 

It was not long before a sort of Annual Fair 
built itself up around the race meeting. ‘The 
native of Munich, when he is out to have a 
good time, wants his beer. Consequently, 
stalls for the serving of liquid refreshment 
were added to the other attractions, and later 
a live-stock exhibition became part of the 
festival. Soon shooting contests appeared on 
the programme, as well as music and dancing. 
Little by little all the features of a country 
fair were to be found. Merry-go-rounds, 
Punch and Judy Shows, Waxworks. Freaks, 
and Wild Men vied with one~another for 
popular acclaim. One innkeeper furnished a 
sensation by building a complete set of farm- 
house buildings, with imitation bee-hives and 
stuffed poultry. In the courtyard he had his 
beer garden. Another tavern-keeper named 
his “ pub ” after the Bavarian Prince Otto, 
King of Greece, and had all his barmaids and 
waitresses in Greek costumes. In. 1881 the 
famous ‘‘ox roast”? was inaugurated in 
honour of a German National Shooting Match 
which took place there in that year. 


FESTIVAL JUBILEES 

The recurring jubilees of the October 
Festival have always been celebrated with 
much magnificence. In 1835 there was a 
splendid carnival procession. The fiftieth 
anniversary in 1860 brought so many visitors 
from other places that the railway station 
officials forgot to announce the arrival of the 
Paris express on one occasion, so that this 
train left Munich without any passangers! In 
1910 there was a magnificent parade arranged | 


by the artists of Munich. In fact, all of the ‘ 
more important events celebrated in Munich it 


were arranged in connection with the October 
Festival, even to the formal audiences of the 
former royal court, which were held during 
the festival week. The important réle played 
by the “ Wiés’n” in the life of the Bavarian 
people has been memiorialised by more than 
one well-known writer... The poets Achim 
y. Arnim, Geibel, Hebbel and a host of others 
give their impressions of the Munich October 
Festival in verse and story.

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Some Novelty Recipes 
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By Áupnry Phácg. 


N OW that the cold days have definitely 
arrived, gone are the times when the 
family willingly accepts cold sweets with 
its meals. It is often a puzzle, however, 
to find sweets which are acceptable to all. 
Have you ever tried giving them bread 
sweets—not just the ordinary bread and 
butter pudding—but dishes which have a 
definite appeal both to those who like sweet 
sweets and also those to whom something 
a little more substantial is the finest offer- 
ing on a chilly day. Here is one which I 
am sure you will like:— 
Crocotate Brean Pupptn3, 
Ingredients :— 3 cup breadcrumbs, $ cup 
castor sugar, 1 egg, oz. unsweetened 
chocolate, 2 cups milk, pinch of salt, 4 
teaspoonful vanilla essence. 
Place crumbs in a basin. Bring 13 cups 
of milk to boiling point, pour over crumbs 
and soak hali an hour. Melt chocoiate 
on top of double boiler. Stir in sugar 
and remainder of milk. When smooth 
stir in bread, then add salt, vanilla and 
beaten egg. Place in a buttered pie-dish. 
Bake 30 minutes until set, and serve with 
cream or custard sauce. (Enough for four 
persons. ) 


THE BREAD 


Now, before I give you any more recipes, 
a word about the type of bread to use. 
There are breads and breads, and you 
should use one which is made from stone- 
ground flour, and which contains the 
wholesome, natural and nvtty flavour of 
the wheaten loaf. 


Breap anp BUTTER Fritters. 
Ingredients :—4 slices of thin bread and 
butter, jam, frying fat, frying batter, 
castor sugar. 
Make the batter. Spread half ‘the slices 
of bread and butter with jam, cover with 
the remainder, and cut into four squares. 
Dip them into the prepared batter, drop 
them into hot fat, and fry slowly until 
crisp and lightly browned. Drain well, 
dredge with castor sugar, and serve as hot 
as possible. Time to fry, about 15 minutes. 
(Enough for-two persons.) 


Sa CurLErs. 
Ingredients:—Milk, nutmeg, pepper, 
slices of bread, Sreadcrumbs, oil for fry- 
ing, one egg, chopped parsley, herbs and 
lemon-rind, 
Cut slices of bread to a suitable shape 
and about three-quarters of an inch thick. 
Soak them in a little milk on a plate, but 
not sufficiently long to cause them to 
break. Mix the parsley, herbs, lemon- 
rind, nutmeg and breadcrumbs. Break the 
egg on a pas dip each slice into it and 
then in the crumbs, and fry at once in a 
frying pan. Drain on paper, and serve hot 
with a green vegetable. Allow two or three 
cutlets per person.

. Ingredients:—}$ cup breadcrumbs, 2 
eggs, salt, 1 pint milk, 2 tablespoonsful 
castor sugar, 1 tablespoonful melted 
butter, 1 teaspoonful vanilla, additional 
items to taste.

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In the course oí his Presidential address 
to the Institute of Fuel, Sir John Cadman 
said that Great Britain had two primary 
fuels—coal and oil. What, he asked, is the 
position in our uational economy of those 
fnels and how can they best aid British 
industry? 

Since 1913 the output of British coal has 
fallen 66 million tons, from 287 million tons 
to 221 million tons. The causes of the de- 
cline are various—increased dependence by 
foreign countries on their own coal, greater 
competition for the export market, the use of 
oil in ocean-going vessels, and fuel economy 
throughout the world. 

In contrast with coal, oi] consumption in 
Great Britain has risen 6.6 million tons. Total 
imports in 1913 were 1.8 million toms, in 
t they were %.4 million tons. Contem- 
poraneously, all forms of oil consuming 
vehicles and plant: have greatly increased in 
numbers. The construction, operation and 


maintenance of motor vehicles employ 
1,257,000 individuals.

LIBERAL OBJECTION TO 
EARLY DATE 


- 


It is understood that the British general 
election will take place in either the third 
or the fourth week of November. The exact 
date will be fixed next week. Thursday, 
November 21, is regarded as the most 
likely choice, since an election on that day 
would enable Parliament. to sit for two 
weeks before being dissolved. In that 
event the proclamation dissolving Parlia- 
ment will bo issued on Friday, November 
ms and November 11 will be nomination 
ay.. 


LIBERAL ATTITUDE 


Opposition Liberals approve the proposal 
for an early meeting of the House of 
Commons, but are opposed to an immediate 
general election. The view expressed at 
the party headquarters is that a great 
many of the electors would regard an im- 
mediate general election as an attempt. to 
exploit the international crisis. Accord- 
ing to this view ‘‘ it would be using the 
unity now prevailing in the nation in 
support of the present foreign policy of the 
Government in arder to secure. power for 
the Conservative Party for the next five 
years. There is no reason to think that 
the House of Commons will not concur in 
the measures which will be proposed by the 
Government to deal with the international 
situation, and that being so there is no 
justification for Parliament's being dis- 
solved a year before the normal time. In 
addition the important and urgent question 
of the regulations under the Unemploy- 
ment Assistance Act has not yet been dealt 
with, and if an election takes place while 
this matter is still pending it must become 
a foremost issue at the election in all in- 
dustrial constituencies, cutting across all 
questions relating to foreign policy or 
national defence. 
“ The. last time that a national emerg- 
ency was exploited for party advantage was 
at the general election of 1900, when the 
course taken was successful for the 
moment. It soon became plainf however, 
that the country did not approve of the 
tactics that had been adopted. From the 
morrow of the election the Conservative 
Party lost ground in the constituencies, 
and at the subsequent general election met 
with the heaviest defeat in its modern 
history. | 

“ Mr. Baldwin, being fully aware of all

‘Thirty Free State dairy farmers, whose 
supply of milk will be shut out of 
Northern Ireland as a result of the decision 
on Wednesday by the Recorder of Derry 
(Judge Osborne), still hope to defeat the 
Northern Government in the milk war 
which has been going on for nearly a year. 
They are to have the Recorder's decision, 
dismissing the appeal by one of their 
number against a conviction for selling in 
Northern Ireland without licence as 
required under the Milk Act, tested in the 
Northern Court of Appeal. 
Their application for vendors’ licences, 
which was refused by the Northern Court 
of Appeal on the grounds that their dairies 
are outside the supervision of the Northern 
Government, is to be argued in the House 
of Lords. 
Free State farmers contend that the 
Northern, Government exceeded its legisla- 
tive powers in passing an Act which un- 
duly interferes with trade between the 
Free State and Northern Ireland. 
Meanwhile there will be no further 
prosecutions pending a settlement of the 
issue, the appellants having promised to 
speed up the litigation.

How fire broke out on a small yacht 
battling against a fierce gale in the Bay 
of Biscay was described at Plymouth yes- 
terday on the arrival of the twenty-five 
tons cutter Nebula. 

The vessel, which is owned by M, Henri 
Farman, the French aircraft manufacturer, 
was returning to Lymington to lay up for 
the winter after a cruise off Northern 
Spain. 

Early on Tuesday morning Captain 
Albert Marrett, of Southampton, who was 
in command, saw through the darkness the 
glare of flames illuminating the skylight 
over the pantry. All hands were sum- 
moned on deck, and for hours the crew of 
four, with a fifty miles an hour gale 
howling overhead, fought the outbreak. 

Drenched by huge seas breaking over 
the vessel, they worked with fire extin- 
guishers and buckets of water to prevent 
the fire spreading. i 

The outbreak had a good hold, and there 
was imminent danger of it spreading and 
setting the mainsail alight. The situation 
was made more desperate by the fact that 
the auxiliary engine had been used so 
much against adverse winds that fuel 
supplies had run ont, and the crew had to 
rely upon their sails to keep the yacht 
into the wind.

to Italian action is likely to arise in the 
course of the next few days. Abyssinia 
asserts that poison gas has been used in 
the campaign. Italy is one of the signa- 
tories of the Geneva Anti-Gas Convention 
of 1925, which was accepted min by 
the Abyssinian Government, and if 
Abyssinia can substantiate the charge the 
League must deal with the matter. Many 
people here, however, think that there 
must have been a mistake, and that the 
supposed poison gas was the fumes of the 
high explosive shells. 


A Mandate from the People 


The general election will take place next 
month, but the date has not been settled 
yet, and a decision on the point will be 
taken next week. It is known that some 
of the members of the Government have 
advocated an election since the beginning 
of the year, and that their views have 
been strengthened by the developments in 
the international situation. In the circum- 
stances, and considering the prominent 
part this country is taking in the sanctions 
question, there is a view that there should 
be a new mandate, as the Government 
should have the expressed confidence ol 
the country, not only to confirm the action 
of the Government, but for the sake of the 
impression it would make on the world. 
The Cabinet on Tuesday next probably 
will. authorise the summoning of Parlia- 
ment for Tuesday, October 22, a week 
earlier than the date.originally arranged. 


Towards a Dissolution 


The chief business of the Parliament 
sittings will be a discussion on the inter 
national situation and the policy of the 
Government at Geneva. There may be 
other business, but it is improbable that 
the new draft regulations for the Unem- 
ployment Assistance Board will be .con- 
sidered. The Government may simply 
table the draft regulations and postpone 
the matter of parliamentary approval until. 
after the election. A suggested date for 
the election is Thursday, November 21, so 
that Parliament could sit for two weeks 
before a dissolution—an interval sufficient 
for the despatch of outstanding business of 
any importance, 


Conservative Preparations 


When the order for a general election 
goes out two men will have a great task 
in the organisation of the National 
Government campaign. One is an Irish- 
man, Sir Robert Topping, the General 
Director of the Central Conservative 
Office, and the other, Sir Patrick Gower, 
Chief Proprganda Officer Sir Robert 
Topping has spent a life time in the ser- 
vice of the Conservative Party, and knows 
the conditions and prospects of every con- 
stituency by heart, while Sir Patrick 
Gower has been a leading figure at the’ 
Conservative office since 1928, after being 
Secretary to three Prime Ministers. He 
is noted for his posters and pamphlets and 
general knowledge of propaganda methods. 


Mr. Churchill at the Admiralty? 


Rumour says that Mr. Winston 
Churchill will he invited to join the 
Cabinet if the National Government re- 
turns victorious after the general election. 
The forecast is based on the reconciliation 
of Mr. Baldwin and Mr. Churchill; and 
upon some recent exchanges of views. 
Should Mr. Churchill accept office 
he will return to the Admiralty, 
and as First Lord carry out the 
programme of naval expansion re- 
garded as absolutely necessary. It would 
be a most congenial task. Mr. Churchill 
was First Lord at the outbreak of the 
Great War, and it was thanks to his 
energy and foresight that the British Navy 
was ready at the right moment. His 
appointment to the . dmiralty would be 
welcomed by Government supporters, for 
there are no doubts of the great abilities 
of the Member for Epping. 


The League on the Air 


““Radio Nations,’’ the wireless station 
which will send out instructions to mem- 
bers of the League of Nations in regard 
to the application of sanctions against 
Italy, is not really a League station, as 
it is owned and controlled jointly by the 
League and the Société Radio Suisse. The 
League pays five hundred gold pounds a 
year towards maintenance expenses. By 
arrangement, the station comes in time of 
crisis under the direct control of the 
Secretary-General of the League, but in 
normal times it is used for ordinary com- 
mercial traffic. ‘‘ Radio Nations,’’ set up 
early im 1932, and much used during the 
discussions by tle League on the Man- 
churian question, is in two parts. The re. 
ceiving stations are at Colerex, a suburb of 
Geneva, and the transmitters are some 
fifteen miles away at Prandins. 


The Greek Crisis 


The Monarchist movement in Greece is 
responsible for the downfall of the 
Tsaldaris Government. Demands by the 
Army for an immediate restoration of the 
King have brought about a crisis. General 
Kondylis, a strong Monarchist, will form 
a Government. During the political 
developments royalist demonstrations took 
place in the barracks, the soldiers placing 
pictures of King George on the walls and 
proclaiming him King. There will be a 
plebiscite shortly in Greece on the ques- 
tion of a restoration of the monarchy, 
and it is improbable that-King George will 
decide to return to Athens unless the 
plebiscite is definitely in his favour, even 
though he may be recalled by the Greek

In the course of the general debate which followed, M. Laval and Mr. Eden made statements 


afirming the determination of their countries to fulfil their obligations under the Covenant.

Éis resignation of Mr. Frank Mae- 
Dermot, T.D., from the United 
Ireland Party is regretted by a large 
number of sympathisers with that 
organisation. In the circumstances, it is 
generally admitted that the National 
Executive of the party, which met yester- 
day in Dublin, had no alternative to 
accepting the resignation which Mr, 
MacDermot placed in the hands of Mr. 
Cosgrave. | 

There is no difference of view on vital 
matters of policy, and, ‘while Mr. 
MacDermot in his letter admitted an act 
of indiscipline, he reiterated his adherence - 
and devotion to the cause for which the 
party stands. 

To this extent it may be taken that, 
beyond the fact that Mr, MacDermot will ' 
revert to the position of an Independent 
member in the Dail when the House meets 
in a few weeks’ time, the strength of the 
Opposition will be in no way lessened. 
There is no suggestion of any change of 
attitude among any other members of the 
party. 

Mr. James M. Dillon, T.D., who joined 
the United Ireland Party at the same time 
as Mr. MacDermot, was not present at 
yesterday's meeting, being absent on a 
holiday cruise, but there is no reason to 
suppose that his position will be affected 
by yesterday s events. i e. 


THE MERGER 


It is now about two years since the 
merging of the groups led by Mr. Mac- 
Dermot and General O’Duffy with the 
former Cumann na nGaedheal Party was 
accomplished, With General O'Duffy as 
leader of the party as a whole, Mr. Cos- 
rave as Fader in the Dail, and 

essrs. MacDermot and Dillon as 
his deputies, great hopes were entertained 
as to the future of the new organisation. 
Difficulties were, however, encountered. A 
little more than a year ago Professor 
Hogan, at a meeting of the Central Execu- 
tive, made an attack on General O’Duffy’s 
policy, following which General O'Duffy 
resigned. __ : 

Mr. Cosgrave was then re-elected to his 
former position as President of the party 
and leader in the Dail. Since then the 
party have carried on successfully, and in 
the last year put up a well-sustained 
criticism of Government measures which 
they regarded as undesirable. They will, 
it is presumed, ‘have the assistance of Mr. 
MacDermot in carrying on the same work 
during the coming session. 


REPUBLICANISM 
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In this connection it is of interest to note 


| that a motion standing in the name of Mr. 
National | MacDermot and General Sean MacKoin 


will be on the order paper for discussion 
on the opening day, if, as is expected, the 
Government allow private members time 
on that day. The motion, which has 
already been under discussion at. two 
sittings, is: 

“That, in the opinion of the Dail, 
the Government ought either to 
abandon the profession of Re- 
publicanism or to seek authority from 
the electorate for the immediate estab- 
lishment. of a Republic.”’ 

If this motion is taken it will be of 
interest, since the first speaker will be the 
President. himself. He was in possession 
on the 10th April, when it was last dis- 
cussed, and moved the adjournment. 

Mr. MacDermot has sat in the Dail since 
1952, representing his native County of 
Roscommon. He will probably visit the 
constituency at an early date, and inform 
his supporters of the circumstances of his 
separation from the United Ireland Party.

In submitting the outline of policy the 
Standing Committee stated :— 

It is the object of Fine Gael to place 
before the people of the country a pro- 
grammeé inspired by the true feelings of 
the people, directed by their truest in- 
stincts and intelligence, and which 
courageously’ faces the clear facts of Irish 
life and coriditions, Only a policy which 
springs from these sources, which is so 
directed, will guide our country safely and 
securely. i 

Since the time when the seriousness of 
the national position brought the Fine 
Gael organisation into being such a policy 
has been shaping itself under the direc- 
tion of the National Executive and Stand- 
ing Committee, and has been discussed by 
two annual conventions. Every respon- 
sible portion of the organisation has con- 
tributed something to its spirit’ and de- 
tails. 

To-day the Standing Committee wishes 
to place in your hands an outline of policy 
so shaped.

DAIRYING INDUSTRY 


One of the longest discussions which 
took place was in regard to the future of 
the dairying industry. It was pointed out 
by a number of deputies and others that, 
with the present world price of butter—if 
the economic war were settled and there 
were no Government imposts to be paid— 
the price of milk to the farmer would be 
5d. a gallon, and the price of butter to 
the home consumer would be 1s. 1d. per 
lb. It was urged, however, that fluctua- 
tions might occur from time to time in 
the sai of butter, which would result in 
the farmer being unable to obtain an eco- 
nomic price for his milk. It was, accor- 
dingly, decided that it should be the policy 
of the party to establish machinery to en- 
sure the farmer a stable minimum price 
of 5d. a gallon without deduction by way 
of Government charges. 


TILLAGE 


On the question of tillage, a paragraph 
was adopted stating that it was the policy 
of the party to encourage tillage, but in 
the realisaion that tillage is dependent on 
the maintenance of the live-stock trade. 
As part of this the guaranteed price for 
wheat should be continued, but instead of 
raising the difference between the guaran- 
teed price and the market price from 
bread-consumers the difference should be 
made good from the Exchequer, thereby 
reducing the price of bread.

SIR FREDERICK CONWAY DWYER 


The death occurred yesterday, at Pem- 
broke Nursing Home, of Sir Frederick Conway 
Dwyer, M.D., ¥.,R.C.8.1., aged seventy-five.

The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day:—The Assembly yesterday. con- 
curred with the Council of the League in 
the judgment that Italy had broken the 
solemn pledges explicit in the Covenant 
and in the Pact of Paris, and that 
measures of restraint should be applied 
against her under Article XVI. There 
were two dissentients from the verdict of 


the Assembly. The .recalcitrance. of 
Austria and of Hungary was. not: un-. 
expected, and for the cruel-pdsition’’ 


Austria there is very general 
The t Austrian Government owes 
much to Italian Dak grace of Austrian 
integrity, and no doubt fears that if that 
protection were withdrawn. internal and 
external troubles might prove fatal to 
the country’s independence. Yet Austria 
stands to profit more than most countries 
from the establishment of -a_ clear 
understanding about the nature and 
the consequences. of aggression. As 
for Hungary, her representative based her 
dissent upon an allegation that the exelu- 
sive task of the League was to revise in- 
ternational agreements so as to remove 
the causes of war, and upon the contention 
that Hungary cannot afford to lose the 
Italian market. His first argument is 
irrelevant in the actual presence of war, 
and the attitude of condoning revision by 
force risks a set-back to the growing move- 
ment towards revision by agreement. The 
second argument assumes that Italian 
purchases will be paid for with the same 
ease as if Italy was not subjecting herself 
to a vast and cumulative financial and 
economic strain. So long as the Italian 
commitments are vast and undetermined, 
trading with Italy must be extremely 
risky. The dissent of Austria and 
Hungary would only be serious if they or 
others who might use them as a 
trading corridor wére willing indefinitely 
to take that risk. In any case, it would 
hardly be possible for Italy to raise 
credits in those countries, which find the 
greatest difficilty in financing themselves, 
and ay could not, even if.they would, 
supply Italy with many of the commodi- 
ties: which she most requires, 

It is useless to speculate at the moment, 
proceeds The Times, on what measures will 
secure the general agreement of the co- 
ordinating committee. They might well 
include a denial of all credits, a refusal to 
supply certain commodities which it is at 


once essential and difficult for 
Italy to secure, and a refusal to 
create credits by the purchase of 


certain kinds of Italian goods. These 
measures alone will clearly not be 
without repercussions upon the countries 
imposing them. Such a conti was 
foreseen from the beginning, and the 
eapacity to face it must be taken as proof 
of the sincerity with which the 
covenanted nations are pre to uphold 
a vital undertaking, bo in the pre- 
liminary stages and throughout the period 
of League action. Confronted as it has 
been with the pore a of weighing 
national interests against larger interests, 
the League's achievement, even up to the 
resent, is unprecedented. U these 
ines its future course may well deserve, 
and receive, that fuller erence which. 
in itself will ease the League's difficulties 
not only in its present task, but in all 
future tasks.

The strike ef carpet workers employed by 
the United Furniture'Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion has been settled. The one hundred 
workers who are on strike will resume work 
on Saturday 

Last night Mr. J. McCabe, secretary, No.
